We Endorse. . . 

Just one week from today Florida voters will elect 
a new governor. It promises to be the clost election 
for that office in the recent history of the State. 

It appears so close that some political experts predict 
a Republican victory — the first since Reconstruction 
Days. 

Because the race is so close, because the winner 
will have four years to guide Florida and because the 
next four years will make a significant difference in 
the State educational system, which is in drastic need 
of improvement now, all voters must look closely at 
the candidates and their platforms. 

Florida citizens cannot afford to vote on the basis 
of blind prejudice or phoney labels, attached to a 
particular candidate by his opponent. The real issues 
this year are too vital to gloss over or ignore. 

The many projects and programs necessary to give 
Florida the needed improvements will cost plenty, no 
matter who gets elected, if they are to be carried out 
properly. 

Therein lies a major difference between the 
candidates. While both claim to be for a better State 
and better education facilities, one has a positive 
program outlined and the other presents only vague and 
unrealistic generalities. 

The Democratic nominee. Mayor Robert King High 
of Miami, has offered specific programs for raising 
the funds necessary to improve education, build roads, 
etc. His plans do not rest on unrealistic promises to 
attract more business, thereby having more money, as 
do his opponent's plans. 

The truth of the matter is that Florida must have 
something to offer big business before it will come. In 
other words, an investment in education and other 
improvements must first be made. 

The Republican candidate's financial plans are indeed 
very hard to understand — he, in fact, has said so himself. 
For the most part they sound like political hedgit^s 
when he says that it is too complex for tte average 
person to understand. 

High has a deep concern for education and will do 
something to improve it. He will not be a lame-duck 
as governor, due to the Democratic legislature. His 
platform is one with imagination and thought, not vague- 
ness. He has not based his campaign on name calling 
and arousing regional prejudices, as his opponent has 
done. He is an honest man who will put Florida first 
and do his best. 

We have looked at the candidates in the light of the 
issues and their platforms. The choice of who is the 
better man to serve as the next governor of Florida 
is clear. 

We heartily endorse and recommend Bobert King High .

Viewers could see and hear that the Gobblers 
were fired by wave upon wave of hometown enthusiasm, 
and that Tribe touchdowns were greeted by stony 
silence. 

Coach Jerr\^ Claiborne of VPI showed us something 
that we thought was a relic: the quick kick. It's a clever 
strategem, that fooled the Tribe twice, andthis'bbserver 
wonders why most college teams ever abandoned it.

Rules Upheld In CCUN Assembly 



A "walk-out" in last Saturday's 
state meeting of the General As- 
semblv of the CoUegiate Council 
of United Nations led to some con- 
troversy concerning procedure of 
the bodv. 

Joseph Raibansee. asst. prof, of 
government' at FSU, stressed the 
difference between a Model 
UN meeting and a business meet- 
ing. The Model UN procedure used 
is designed to keep the meeting 
from drifting or letting It fall in- 
to control of the floor, he said. 

Rules specifically referred to, ac- 
cording to Rajbansee, are elg^it and 
22 of the National Collegiate Coun- 
cil of United Nations handbook. "In 
it," continued Rajbansee, "thepres- 
ident is given virtually unlimited 
power to adjourn, limit the time of 
speakers and may be overruled at 
any time by a rwo-thirds vote of 
the members present and voting." 

Dr. William Howard, prof, of po- 
litical science at FAMU and advi- 
sor to the FAMU chapter of CCUN. 
stated, "Part of the confusion re- 
sulted in the lack of experience 



of delegates who were attending dieir 

first conference. They were mis- 
led by some of the other delegates 
who were attempting to use themeet- 
ing for their own ends." 
Rajbansee went on to commend 
David Addison, Secretary-General 
of the General Assembly. "He did 
a great job in planning the whole 
conference, and much credit should 

be given to him." ^ „ _ 
Howara commented on Rajbansee 
as president. "There was no dis- 
cussion of 'first' or 'second' choi- 
ces. We asked this gentleman, and 
he was gracious enou^ to accept. 
He ran the meeting admirably." 
Howard said. In reference to the 
remaii^s of Randy Campbell of Flo- 
rida Pr«sbyteilan."Hls criticisms 
were not made to an audience ex- 
perienced aaoug^ to understand 
them."

"And in all modesty, I happen 
to be . . Claude Kirk 

Republican Gubernatorial Candidate Claude Kirk 
made the above statement after saying that critics 
of his platform are not financial experts. He. Kirk 
says, is. 

Perhaps it is necessary to be a financial expert — 
not to mention something of a mindreader — to 
understand Mr. Kirk's platform. Its hazy, if some- 
what rosy, prose makes promise after promise and 
plan after plan — methods, however, seem to be 
somewhat lacking. Perhaps he assumes that only 
other self-appointed "financial experts" would under- 
stand his ideas. 

In recent days. Kirk has offered an ingenious plan 
to provide more school buildings by having "private 
industn,'" build them and lease them to the state. 
Kirk points out that leasing is used extensively in 
business and industry and that this would eliminate 
the need for extra taxes to pay for the schools. 

He does not mention that leasing is the most ex- 
pensive method of acquiring equipment or facilities. 

He does not say \t^re the money to pay for leasing 
is to come from. 

If the state builds a school, the contractor (private 
industry) makes a profit and the state also pays the 
maintenance and interest on the money borrowed 
to build it. In 20 years or so, they own a school. 

K they lease a school, all these things must be 
paid for, in addition to a generous profit for the 
owner, and at the end of 20 years or so — they own 
nothii^, and still pay. 

Leasing is practical for short-term needs that it 
is not desirable to invest money in. We rather think 
that the state of Florida will still need schools 20 
years from now and would be better off building and 
owning them. 

The "financial expert" does not explain or perhaps 
does not know, the difference between a public school 
and a profit-making business. 

If Claude Kirk can present "plans" like the fore- 
going, and still call himself a "financial expert" — 
and be accepted as such, we are going to have a new 

nameplate put on our door. 

It will read, " The Florida Alligator — International 
Financial Wizards."

Freshmen Coach Gene .McDowell 
commented, "Mississippi made a lot 
of errors, and we capitalized on 
them. Our men were out to win, 
and they took advantage of the 
breaks." 

Coach McDowell named Phil Ab- 
raira as the game's outstanding 
player. Abraira played both offen- 
sive flanker, catching five passes 
and scoring two touchdowns, and 
defensive safety, intercepting one 
pass and knocking down many more. 

As the outstanding defensive line- 
man, McDowell picked tackle Duke 
Johnston. Johnston registered three 
unassisted tackles and two assists, 
the most by any defensive player. 
He also recovered two fumbles and 
caused two interceptions. 

On the offensive squad McDowell 
cited the outstanding jobs done by 
guard Stan Walker and end Jim 
Tyson. Walker performed notably in 
leading the interference for Sem- 
inole runners. Tyson snagged seven 
out of seven passes and threw many 
key blocks on the line and down- 
field. 

McDowell noted that all of his 
men got to play and that "I think 



we improved 100 per ce::t in every 
position." 

Looking ahead to the game with 
the Georgia Tech freshmen Nov. 12, 
Coach McDowell said, "The Yel- 
low Jackets have a better team than 
any we've faced so far. It will take 
a lot of work and devotion b\ our 
men during the next two weeks to 
be ready for them."

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Draft Director Lewis Hersliey 
Warns Men Dodgjng Service 



College men who are uslpg higher 
education to avoid the draft may be 
In trouble in the very near future. 
Draft Director Lewis B. Hershey 
warned in the S^ember Issue of 
"Selective Service." 

Hershey recognized the necessity 
to continue college deferments, but 
he warned that abuse ctf the sys- 
t&a "will surely bring alx>ut the 
elimination of deferments." 

Aiming his statements at men In 
the 26 t ' 35 age gmup, Hershey 
said, "the student must never f ir- 
get that he is deferred make 
his services invalualile, whether in 
the armed forces or in support of 
the armed forces." 

"The graduate school stands par- 
ticularly in danger if it encourages, 
by hopes of even larger numbers 
of students, its use as a bridge 
to an age bracket where liability 
has expired or where liable reg- 
istrants are in low category and 
not required to serve," Hershey 
added. 

General Hershey said chat for many 
years low draft calls forced the 
Selective Service to search for ways 
to defer registrants. 

It was during this period that men 
over 26 were placed in a low draft 
category, just above that of the 18 1/2 
to 19 age group. 

But as Hershey said.'The situation 
which caused these actions has 
clianged. The calls, are many times 



greater, and the 1-A men above 
26. who have tieen deferred to com- 
plete long periods of education, are 
needed." 

"Deferment can be given to sn\ 
registrant who Is engaged in esse: - 
tial activities, and who Is perform- 
ing functions necessary to the op- 
eration and who cannot be replaced 
or only with a loss in effective- 
ness," he continued. 
Hershey emphasized that "enroll- 
ment in graduate school Is no bridge 
to an age in which there Is no in- 
duction." ' 

Hershey went beyond the jxilnt of 
warning studmts when be said, 
"What measures that will be taken 
are in the future, but if the calls 
continue at the average of the fis- 
cal year 1966, or somewhat in- 
Increased, then all 1-A's who re- 
main liable should be inducted... 
induction of 1-A's above 26 is a 
suostantlai step in the r%ht — 
direction." 
In a related vein, the Defense 
Dept. announced on Sept. 20 that it 
would lower standards slightly on 
Oct. 1 to take in an additional 
20,000 men a year. 
The Dept. added that funher steps 
would be taken in early 1967 to 
qualify another 20,000 men 
wh > would have t>een classified 1-Y, 
qualified only in emergency. There 
are currently 2.3 million men in 
tills category.

South Carolina

Peterson's sense of loyalty goes far deeper. "I'll 
be here as long as you want me," he said. We be- 
lieve the man speaks truth. 

Though Tom Nugent inaugurated the era of serious 
big-time football at FSU, Bill Peterson has seen this 
lofty goal to its fulfillment. Since 1960. opponents 
such as Alabama, Auburn, Kenturky, Texas Chris- 
tian, Georgia and Georgia Tech have replaced lesser 
names of Furman. Citadel. Mississippi Soughern. Wil- 
liam and Marj'. George Washington and Richmond on 
FSU's gridiron schedule. 

Peterson has displayed perhaps his finest coaching 

achievement in this 1966 team. Gathering a squad 
from tryout sessions was a worrisome task, since 
all but six of the 22 starters had to be newcomers. 
Working with raw material and little else, the "Chiefs" 
built a team that has accomplished as follows: (1) 
The only team to collect more than 10 points from 
U of Miami, (2) One of two teams to score better 
than 10 points against U of F, (3) More than 400 
yds. gained versus VPI, a team that had surrendered 
an average of only 175 yds. per game. 

This team is not counted out of a bowl possibility 
yet. A seven-wins and three-losses team with the 
magic of a Pajcic and a feller named Sellers is choice 
Gator Bowl material.

ExpressesSurprise, Gratitude 



Dr. Robert S. Mulllken, upon 
learning of his selection as the Nobel 
Prize winner In chemistry, released 
this statement to the press yester- 
day. 

"1 was very surprised this morning 
to hear the news of the award of 
the Nobel Prize in chemistry. 
Natiu-ally, 1 am very pleased and 
grateful to those who have thought 
me worthy of this great honor. 

"My family is also very happy. 
I am only sorry that my father, 
who was an organic chemist and 
through whom 1 first became ac- 
quainted with chemistry, is no longer 
alive. He and my mother would have 
been proud of this honor. 

"I have many pleasant memories 
of Sweden and in particular of Stock- 
holm and my wife, and 1 Icok for- 
ward to going there next month and 
renewing acquaimanoes with old 
friends. 

"With reference to m\ scientific 
research for which the Nobel Prize 
win be awarded, I have been happy 
recently to see how theoretical work, 
which l' have developed over some 
decades, has been taken up and is 
being applied more and more to 
chemistry and biology. 

"I should like to say a word briefly 
about what my work has been about. 
It has been, in brief, trying to under- 
stand what the electrons are doing 
in molecules—how the particular 
behavior of electrons in particular 



molecules, in the first place holds 
them together, and gives each mole- 
cule its own indtvtdual diarac- 
teristic. 

"These are Interesting In them- 
selves, just as different people are, 
but they also make each kind of 
molecule useful for various applica- 
tions to human activities. 

"I should like to mention here 
that when 1 was a student working 
for a Fh. D. degree at the University 
of Chicago, it was from a man who 
received a Nobel prize in physics, 
and whose name was very similar 
to tr.ine, Prof. Robert A, Millikan, 
that I first learned some of the 
things which are essential about the 
behavior of electrons. 

"Since that time, I have for many 
years been a professor in the 
Physics Dept. at the U. cf Chicago, 
and more recently a member of 
both the Chemistry and Physics 
Depts. 

"At Chicago, 1 have been spending 
three quarters of the year, but the 
last few years I have had the op- 
portunity to spend one quarter, and 
this year a little more, at FSU in 
Tallahassee. 

"Naturally, 1 have chosen to spend 
the winter quarter here. 1 have the 
pleasant privilege here of being 
associated with an institution that 
has been undergoing a rapid and 
splendid development, and from 
which we may emect very much as 
the years go by.

FSU President Dr. John Chanq>ion added his 
congratulations, stating that "Florida State Uni- 
versity is very proud of the appointment of Prof. 
Robert S. Mulllken, several years ago, as Dis- 
tinguished Research Professor of Qiemlcal 
. Physics. 

"His joint appointment with die University of 
Chicago affords both Institutions the si^rfo q>- 
portunity for us to share his great learning uid 
personality. 

"We share with the IMverslty of Chicago the 
great honor conferred on Professor Mulliken by 
the Nobel Award." 

Chester H. Fergusoir, dialrman of the Florida 
Board of Regents, annotmced that "the Board 
of Regents and the entire state university system 
of Florida is extremely proud of the hig^ honor 
which Dr. Mulllken has brouj^ to himiMlf and 
FSU." 

He continued that the award is recognition "of 
the high caliber of the instructional and researdh 
facudty which we have at FSU and the other 
State institutions." 

Kasha added that Mulliken is now at the "very 
peak of his career, having published as much or 
more in the last five yearsasduringany conqwrable 
period In his life." 

Mulliken is a theorist and works mainly through 
his office^ but does direct graduate students and 
postdoctoral associates, who work on theories in 
the laboratory. Kasha explained. 

His work In the Institute of Molecular Biophysics 
is partiaU> supported by grants from the Atomic 
Energy Commission's division of Bicdogy and 
Medicine, said Kasha. 

Kasha stressed that Mulllken is always willing 
to talk with students r^arding his work. 

Last year, tie gave several special lectures to 
fredunen dmadmcy classes, and beginning in Jan- 
uary, 1967, be pUns to b^ a regular series, 
of lectures on hit Add of molACuiar interscttons. 

Mulliken, in an interview yctterdsy afternoon, 
said that he bad always been interested in the 
properties of nudecules, lAidi give them dwir 
individual characteristics and make them useful to 
mankind in various ways. 

The Nobd Prize is the apex in a long series of 
awards and recognltien which MulUkoi has re- 
ceived for his woric. 

He was a National Researdi Council Fellow at 
Chicago and Harvard University, a Guggenheim 
Fellow and a Fultnigfat Sdiolar. 

He has also received die G. N. Lewis Gold 
Medal of the American Chemical Society (ACS), 
die T. W. Ridiarda Gold Medal of the ACS, the 
Peter Di^ye Award and die John G. Kizkwood 
Medal for researdi In the idiysical sciences. 
, Besides his work on the electron structure of 
molecules. Nfailllken has also done researdi on 
squration of isotopes, dittonlc molecules and 
molecular apactra, Kadia oonduded. 



Honored Tradition 

The Nobel Foundation, which 
awards the Nobel prizes, was 
established in 1901 according to 
the will of Dr. Alfred Nobel, Swedish 
scientist and phllanthruplst. 

Prizes are awarded In recognition 
of outstanding contributions In the 
fields of physics, chemistry, medi- 
cine, literature and peace. 
The awards are presented annually 
on Dec. 10, the anniversary of 
Nobel's death, in Sweden with the 
king of Sweden officiating. 

The prize consists of a gold medal 
and a diploma, as well as a gift 
of money. 

According to Dr. Kasha, director 
of the Institute of Molecular Bio- 
physics at FSU, the gift for the 
chemistry prize will be close to 
$65,000.

The Democratic caravan carrying 
State Sen.

Florida Legislative Session Begins, 
Just for Organizational Reasons

The purpose of the session was to begin pre- 
parations for the April session. In past years 
ihe legislature has waited untU die beginning of 
the regular session to swear in the members and 
set up committee assignments. _,„.rf„„.i 

However, a recent voter-approved constltutfonal 
amendment allows the legislators to get tilings 
started earlier in the \ear. 

At 10 a.m. the House of Representatives was 
called to order In the north end of the Capitol, 
while the Senate went to woi* at the other end.

Consequently diis year's budget we thought we would receive the ren- 
tal from this year as it was approved 
into our budget. Because of our ad- 
justments to make up for the pre- 
vious loss, there are no more ad- 
justments that can be made," he 
continued. 

"You just cannot make enough 
changes in an operational budget 
to provide for a cut of a total of 
$44,000," Reinhard added. 

"The official explanation for the 
cut, as I understand it, is that 
such food service rental monies, 
which are classed as auxiliaryfunds, 
are not proper sources ^f revenue 
for a University Lni'. n and should 
be kept In auxiliary funds. 
"We did, however, get the rental 
money at the rate of $2,000 per 
month from the fiscal year 1965- 
1966, so this policy is not at all con- 
sistent," Reinhard emphasized. 

"It is a general practice of Unions 
around the nation to be subsidized 
from food services," he also pointed 
out. 

"Besides." he continued, "such 
activities as the Union Store are 
under an auxiliary budget, and we 
bill them for a monthly rent ai 
$1,750. This has never been ques- 
tioned, and we receive these funds 
without any problems. Clearly this 
is not consistent." 
The formal procedure for receiving 
these funds Is through a series of 

transfers. First, Morrison's sends 

Its rental m onies to the auxiliaries 
fund. 

From the auxiliaries budget ttiese 
funds should then tie tranitfered to 
the Union budget.

Police State 

We are numb from the shock of the Supreme Court 

ruling Monday which upheld the trespassing convic- 
tion of 32 FAMU civil rights demonstrators. 

In making this decision, the highest court in the US 
has established one of the most restrictive and dan- 
gerous legal doctrines ever seen in this country: 
that "the state, no less than a private owner of pro- 
perty, lias power to preserve the property under its 
control for the use to which it is lawfully dedicated." 

We ask, what Southern state, city or town intends 
for its property to be used for civil rights demon- 
strations?? 

On the other hand, what building, what sidewalk or 
what street was not intended for something other than 
demonstrations of any sort? 

Thus, after years of decisions which were finally 
beginning to result in the implimentation of those 
rights guaranteed us so long ago by the Constitution, 
the Court has struck a blow at the heart of our civil 
liberties, an area of which it was the only guardian. 

As a direct consequence of Monday's ruling there 
will undoubtedly be a rash of civil rights demonstra- 
tors arrested by segregationist officials seeking to 
forstall integration by outlawing demonstrations. 

If nothing else then, the new doctrine will add im- 
measurably to the cost in time, money and, perhaps 
even, human life, which the Negro must expend to 
attain the rights which should already be unquestion- 
ably his. 

However, the most harrowing prospect is that of the 
general application of the ruling's provisions to all 
sorts of demonstrations, which happen to be unp<q)ular 
at the time — a chilling thought. 

In short, we must concur with Mr. Justice Douglas 
who said of the decision "...it is a great and w<mder- 
ful police state doctrine."

Gammer Gurton's Needle' Review

University Theatre's second open- 
ing of the season, "Gammer Gur- 
ton's Needle," is a sixteenth cen- 
tury farce that dotes on the hilarity 
of the times. Directed by Dr. Arthur 
Dorlag, the technique employed in 
making the script come alive is 
clearly one of devotion to the power 
of words — as they were written. 
Language seems to be as important 
as action; stage movement Is so 
closely related to the dialogue that 
the former actually does more en- 
hancing and embellishing than re- 
placing or altering. 

Perfect timing and attention to de- 
tail seem to be Dorlag's criteria. 
If you want to see a replica of a 
mid-sixteenth century domestic 
scene — ooi just to get a mere Idea 
of it—this Is the play to attend. 
The versification takes tome "get- 
ting used to"; neverthdess, the 
entertainment is unavoidable. There 
is a whole storehouse of comic 
scenes (plays on words, a fool out- 
doing a fool, female hand-to-hand 
combat, etc.). The whole production 
might be summed up as a poetic 
comedy, which is what it is and what 
It shculd be. 

Charles Reimer's set, based on a 
fourteenth century background from 
Giotto's "Death of St. Francis" 
makes the actors as much at home 
as it does the audience. Symbolical- 
ly, it IS as simple and as basic 
as the situation of the plot. Light- 
ir.g is regularly full; when the aud- 
ience needs to be told that it is dark 
outside, an actor carries a candle 
on stage or has difficulty In recog- 
nizing someone In the distance. 

Dr. Harlan Shaw's costumes indi- 
cate some of the humors of the age. 
Diccon the Bedlam's red and blue 
breeches (each leg is one of the 
colors) reflea the predicament of 
a jester without a true court. The 
feather in his cap is a tribute to 
the prankster who will lie for a cup 
of ale. ..or two. Maybe by stretching 
things a bit I could say that the hole 
in the seat of Hodge's pants is repre- 
sentative of the hole in his head. 
Both are directly in the script, the 
latter being caused by the former. 
And the white that laces Gammer's 
neckline and sleeves: Perhaps that 
is kept clean by the presence of so 
many servants, (Hodge, Tib, and 
Code) though practically worthless 
(you may interpret either the white 
material or the servants). The piece, 
de resistance, however, must go to 
Master Doctor Rat, whose blood- 
matted wig manages to survive a 
deception, although the crtjwn of his 
pate barely does. Uame Chat's dress 
seems to be always tucked up for 
fighting or — at least — for verbal 
battles. Master Bally, the garnish 
of the oompany, aiipeared in formal 
regalia of royal color. 

To more important bustoess;: How 
could diere be a sixteenth century 
farce without aaors? Diccon, {dayed 
by David Dye of Batesville, Miss., 
has remarkable diction for a begger, 
but we must remember that he is 
a practical joker wIm delists in 
parley and palaver. He particularly 
relishes in feats of necromancy, 
such as extending two Index fingers

Legislature Gives Law College 

"The legislature gave us the College of Law, and the rest is up to us. We h<^ 

to develop one of the most respected centers of law in the nation," P'SU President 
John Champion declared at the formal opening of the months-old school two weeks 
ago. 

And good is the chance that Champion's aspiration will be attained, according 
to Dr. Mason Lad, dean of the School of Law, who claims "we've been pleased 
with our progress." 

In less than half a year of existence, the law school has built up a library of 
13.000 volumes, a student body of 110 from over 30 colleges and a f&cxiLty of six. 

Flans don't stop there though. Ladd 
is In the process of getting more 
books, is already reviewing applica- 
tions for the September quarter and 
Is planning to e;q)and the staff to 
nine by that term. 
He also plans to push into the rest 
of LongmlreBldg. where law classes 
office and the law library now take 
up much of the building's room. 
Expansion in Longmlre won't hold 
the law sdwol down for long, as 
Ladd expects to add one more class 
each year with a slightly higher 
enrollnient. This year, only fresh- 
man courses are taught; next year, 
both freshman and sophomore 
courses will be included to accomo- 
date the advancing students. 
"It is already evident that the law 
school will very quickly grow our 
of its present accomfidatlons. Wt- 
are now working in the prelir::iiiary 
stages on a new building to be loca- 
'ed on a site across from the State 
Supreme Court buUding," Ladd 
pointed f ut. 

Hie lots across from the govern- 
ment building will be bought and In- 
corporated as University property. 
"An experimental program Is being 
used with the new charter class," 
Ladd said. He explained that lecture 
classes are large and followed by 
small group meetings of atiout 20 
students. 

This way, each student receives 
individual instruction with at least 
one of the instructors throughout 
the course. 

The FSU Law Student Assoc., affil- 
iated with the American Bar Assoc., 
is being organized by the students. 
Public service, throu^ acting as 
assistant public defenders and legal 
aides, is being planned for the time 
when the first class will be in its 
second and third year. 

Ladd is optimistic about his pro- 
gram which began this September 
after years of lobbying and ^>peal- 
ing to the legislature.

"We appreciate Student Govern- 
ment's looking into the matter 
though," Johnson commented. 

Tlie IFC reprimand originated with 
a charge against the fraternity that 
a policeman was obstructed from 
performing his duty at the Mis- 
sissippi State game. Review of the 
case by the IFC resulted In a de- 
cision of guilty and the penalty of 
seat drawing privilege revocation 
for their "abuse" of the right

Powell: Jail 

NEW YORK (AP)- State Supreme 
Court Justice Matthew M.Levy today 
ordered Rep. Adam Clayton Powell, 
Harlem Democrat, to surrender to 
the sheriff on Nov. 23 to begin serv- 
ing a 30-day jail term for criminal 
contempt of court. 

In his order, l^vy said Powell 
would be liable to a 60-day term if 
he defaulted In paying a $500 fine 
which was pan of the sentence Im- 
posed on Nov. 4. 



ATLANTA, Ga {AP)-A three- judge 
federal coun ruled formally today 
that the Georgia Legislature cannot 
elect a governor in the deadlocked 
race between Republican Howard 
' Bo" Callaway and Democrat 
Lester Maddox. 

The decision struck down the Geor- 
gia Constitution's provision forleg- 
llative decision in no-majorlty 
elections. An Immediate appeal to 
the US Supreme Court was planned 
by the state. 

In a decision formalizing It ten- 
tative ruling of last Friday, the 
federal panel merely invalidated the 

Geoi^la constitutional provision. 
But a 10-day suspension of the order 
was granted to give State Atty, 
gen. Arthur K. Bolton time to seek 
an additional stay from theSt^reme 
Court. 

No remedy for the wlnless elec- 
tion was set fonh by the court, 
composed of Chief Judge Elbert P. 
Tuttle and Judge Griffin Bell of 
the 5th US Circuit Court of Appeals 
and Dlst. Judge Lewis R. Morgan. 

The court declared Article 4, 
Section 1, and Paragraph 4 of the 
Georgia Constitution to be uncon- 
stitutional and void. That is the 
section requiring the General As- 
sembly to elect a governor from the 
top two condidates in the event 
no candidate receives a majority. 
Callaway and Maddox were denied 
a majority by write-in v tes f r 
Ellis G. Arnall, a former t; .cr:. ; . 



In its opinion, the three-judge panel 
said the Georgia provision Is pat- 
terned after the federal electoral 
college. But the court said a Sup- 
reme Court ruling voiding the Geor- 
gia county unit system of primary 
elections in 1962 Invalidated the state 
constitution's legislative Section 
provision. 

Callaway said, "1 applaud this 
decision, it has been my personal 
hope that the people would have the 
power to elect their governor, and 
that is what the decision qiparent- 
ly means. 



"My position has always been that 
my job Is to run under whatever niles 
apply, but 1 am personally pleased 
by the decision which will let the 
people elect the governor." 

Maddox said he had antic4>ated the 
decision because the courts did not 
know what to do with the ques-* 
tlon and "would send it back to 
the state. That is all the comment 
I will have on the ruling at this 
time." Maddox said.

f'ver the years many men have given their best efforts to devising 
•heories that explain the feeling that ">ou can't go home again." Euripides, 
d Greek playwright, tried to innovate social and religious reform witl 
the state, and found that It doesnotpay to express diese kinds of opinions 
verbalh. 

I'homas Wolfe, American novelist during the period between the u; 
worlk wars, wrote a book on the subject and onl\ proved that \ou caz': 
find what >ou never lost. 

John Steinbeck, using the phrase in a sider sense, travelled acrcss 
America with his dog, Charlie, and discovered that an Amencar: is a.-. 
American. General and vague as all this may be. It does present a 
sketch of the idea that >ou can t^e satisfied, if you look in the neht place. 
Those of .ou who have not been near the FSU campus for soriie tine 
are hkel\ to feel that the omens of progress — for other people— are 
towering over the congenial atmosphere in which you once shared as 
a member of the FSU society. 

This society, as rapidly as it has expanded, still presents the sane 
dedication to the goal of a meaningful education. John Donne, a poet 
much interested in the ultimate nature of things, wrote that " Trud; 
stands on a cragged hill." 
The end concern, then, of a society of higher education is be definitio.: 
rugged, somewhat overpowering and towering. 
Donne's reference was to the person and his objective; in our use, ti 
is not difficult to identify with Scragged hill of Tallahassee as a synibol 
of prosperity that is attained by Individual risk and hardship. 

If we look forward into time, we can see thtt the goal of FSU has not 
been changed, and therefore it Is adequste as a qualitative end. 
Quantitatively speaking, the larfe nunAers of students and new buildli%s 
and mechanical methods that have replaced the older techniques ate 
disturbing in themselves; dielrpurpose, however, is merely to supplement, 
not to supfdant that qualitative goal of excellence in education. 
This is to say that you cannot go home again to the procedures and 
methods ani devices of the past. 
You can revisit the general symbol that all these relative things 
represent. Although it Is hard to ignore the particulars of part of a 
personal lifetime. It is necessary in order to go on acconn li^hir.g. 

I once wiDte in a poem — of the same title as Thomas Wolfe's \ I - 
that the streets and the trees do remain the same, although in ihc a;r 
there is the unmlstakeable feeling that something is different. 

"Fly higher toward heaven, it's got to be done in a mechanical way, 
the satTie way that you learned and remembered." 
The process is always quantitative, but li is the way that we re.'"' ■•' 
events and focuses of all of our happenings. 

More imponant, and more lasting, are the ideas which conip w 'f^' 
structure of the edifice r,f a goal. Obviously, the buildings on a i-' ile?« 
campus do not adequately represent the range of an Institution. Nor do 
the individual people, though some of tbem are great exan^es of tiie 
principles of a goal.

A shift in the student population 
towards the graduate level and a 
■ 3 St Increase In campus size and 

.cUitles are among the predictions 
for FSU in the next 10 years as 
enrollment doubles. 

With the campus crowded at an 
enrollment of about 14,500 students, 
FSU will have to expand rapidly to 
accomodate an estimated student 
body of 27.500 In 1975. 

How FSU will meet all the needs 
of such a student body is the $64,000 
question but plans are being formu- 
lated to assimilate them into a larger 
PSJ, D»an of ^udeitts. Dr. J<dm 
Carey, said today. 

At present one of the greatest 
needs is for more land, Carey indi- 
cated. 

President John Chanplon has met 
widi tlie dty and coimty commission 
and the dty of Tallahassee has 
pledged to acqpdre three blocks of 
land adjacoit to die campus on the 
soudi east side of the campus and 
are presently in the process of doing 
so, Carey explained. 

This section iiMdi will run from 
Gray Street eastward towards the 
downtown area for time Uodts will 
indude die new CoH^ of Law. 
Carey said. , 

The new college, wfaidi hu • m9> 
building priority, will be located 
one blodt firom die Florida Supreme 
Court. In the area endosed Iqr Jef- 
ferson, Macomb. Poisaoola and 
Boulevard Streets. 

The acquisition of otlier areas of 
new land is also being eiqilored. 
Carey said. Sucb land is need ed to 
meet the urgent need tor student 
housing as wall as new academie 
buildings. 

"There is no way that the Univer- 
sity housing will be able to keep up 
with the growth of die student body, ' 
Carey continued. "The IMwnliy 



will have to rethink its housing 

policy." 

A new housing policy will probably 
mean that it will be easier for women 
students to obtain permission to live 
off campus in the future although no 
new rulings have been made yet. 

"Perhaps, one of the major changes 
will be the shift to an emphasis on 
education In the upper division and 
graduate levels," Carey added. 

Explaining, he said that the plan 
Is to hold the enrollment of fresh- 
man and sophomores to Its present 
level with only very slight Increases. 
He predicted that by 1970 junior 
colleges will absorb 75 percent of 
new students ennrlng coll^ in 
Florida. 

ConsequenUy, FSU wUl have to 
absorb many of these upperdlvislon 
students when they graduate from 
junior college. Some new rwo-year 
schools at the Junior and senior 
level are being built to help the 
regular four year institutions. 

"FSU and the U of F will then carry 
the bulk of work at the graduate 
level In Florida," he said. 

"Sudi a shift In the student body 
has many Implications," he contin- 
ued. "It will undoubtedly mean an 
incrwase in the percentage of 
manriad ttudents on census, and 
rcfidatlons will have to be made 
wltb tlie new type rf student {MfNila^ 
don in mind." 

Incnaaes such as these will mean 
that our teaching faculty will have 
to be imidi enlarged, he added. Carey 
also cited the need for a probably 
Inciwese in die Hzeof FStfeedmln- 
Istrulve staff. 

Caiwy furdier stressed that al- 
thou^ iJie Board of Regents has set 
up these tentative plans. Champion 
has said that FSU wUl not increase 
its Hze UBteM it also receives the 
gpprnprite finds from laiglsUturs.

Courses that fit tbe 15 week 
semester were squeezed iuo tbe 
trimester's 13 without "reaUocatii« 
emphasis or dropptif some d the 
material", creating merely ac- 
celerated classworic. 

On top of that, courses ofCered dur- 
ing the summer session were fiirther 
condensed. 

Finally, Roeder pointed outdiatthe 
summer vacation is dangerously 
short. "Students who go straight 
through scbool become stale unless 
they have a sufHclent vacation." 

Tbe primary purpose of switching 
from the sonester in tbe first 
place, to fully utilize university 
facilities, was defeated, said 
Roeder. The usual sunmier drop in 
enrollment only came sooner, in 
April after trimester II raAcr than 
June, after semester II. 

"One fourth to one third of all US 
colleges are now operating under the 
quarter system. It is proven effi- 
cient." he suted.

Normally, a professor will 
give two, rather than tree exams 
during the term, with tbe final 
coming at the end of the ten-week 
period. 

One quarter hour is equivalent to 
two-thirds of a trimester liour. 
Year courses, or two sequent 
courses, wiU remain year courses, 
coverii^ three quarters. 

This <^ers a total of 30 wedcs 
to complete the same material now 
compressed into 26. This gives 
four extra weeks for absorption. 
"Students will not only have time 
to review tlie material, but, per- 
haps, even to study it," Roeder 
hinted. 

For students who are caught bet- 
ween rwu sequence courses when 
the :hange Is made, the department 
wll! decide If the Information given 
during the firs: trimester is enough 
to place such a student in the third 
quarter course or not. Some de- 
partments will ask the student to 
enroll In the sec .)nd of the three 
quarter courses and repeat some of 
the coursework. 

Class notes from one trimester 
courses will be disregarded when 
the department dttermlnes whether 
tbe course will meet for one or two 
quarters. 

Courses will be more evenly dis- 
persed over the quarters than they 
are over the trimesters. The same 
courses will be offered during the 
summer as during the other three 
quarters. 

An -Increase in faculty will makeup 
for the added classes. Also, faculty 
members will be hired for three 
quarters and as many will be on 
vacation during the winter terms as 
during the summer. 

Fees have finally been determined. 
One hundred dollars per quaner 
term is only $10 a year higher than 
per trimester costs, for a full 
academic year. Dean of Students 
John Carey added that university 
charges were bound to tiave gone up 
soon anyway due to rising, opera- 
tional costs. 

Graduate students will not be 
charged an additional fee as is now 
done. Out-of-State studmts will pay 

$150 per term. 

Dorm costs should stay proportion- 
ately the same, however, a student 
will be in residence longer than he 
is now and so yearly housing fees 
will be higher. Food plan and other 
services will still chaiige on a weekly 
basis, creating no rise proportion- 
ately, but totaUy. 

"Courses under die quarter system 
will be a challenge but no different 
than uncter the trimester system," 
Roeder said in summation. He also 
read tbe calendar which will be 
In s rln i t ed with dorm openings on 
Sept. 14.

The basic studies program of FSU 
was completely revolutionized last 
December when the Faculty Senate 
adopted a new resolution switching 
basic studies from a liard-co re two- 
year program to a new, broader an 
very adaptable four-year program. 
The keynote of the new basic studies 
program is flexibility. The student 
now has four years to complete his 
basic studies requirement of 43 
hours and the choice of subjects 
has been greatly increased. 
There is no longer a great rush to 
fulfill the retpiirements because the 
student may begin work on his major 
the first year, and because many 
of the basic studies courses are at 
the 300 and 400 level. 
The student can now chovse his 
level of depth as well as pursue his 
individual Interests and abilities. As 
In the pas:, exemption exam.lnatlons 
are giver, jut no credit Is granted. 

These tests slrr^ply enable the stu- 
dent togv on to hlghterle\el courses. 
Credit hours are given : transfer 
students who have completed oaslc 
studies courses In another Institu- 
tion with at least a "C" average. 

In contrast to the previous six 
areas of study, there are now 
five. These include; 

1) nine semester hours of com.mu- 
nlcatlon requiring English 101 and 
102 and mathematics 105. (The only 
waiver of these requirements is 
made if the student shows profi- 
ciency In the course through place- 
ment examinations.) 

2) six semester hours of history. 
The student must take either 181 or 
182 or 301 and 302. 

3) nine tiours of social science. 

4) nine hours of humanities. One 
course must be literature. 

5) 10 sonester hours of natural 
ience, three of which must be in 
her chemistry or physics. 

I here Is a broad scope of subjects 
from which a student may choose. 
Dr. Stephen S. Winders, dean of 
Basic Studies, said, "the student 
has almost complete freedom to 



choose subject areas in which we 
feel he has some knowledge." The 
student does not go into a program 
of suDjects in which he hasnolmow- 
ledge, he went on to say. 
Students who are in a basic studies 
program of previous years may 
switch to the new one, but in rder 
to do this they must relinquish 
credit earned from exempted 
courses. Otherwise, the Basic Stud- 
ies change will not affect those who 
wish to remain under the Id pro- 
gram. 

"With this greater option," Win- 
ters expressed, • die stndems will 

perform better. 



"By and large," Oglesby told the 
f urth annual Alumnae Seminar last 
summer, "the students in the Circus 
were not oriented toward the human- 
ities.

The spurt of growth which pushed Florida State fro- 
a campus of 75 acres in 1942 to a current one of 330 
acres is just the beginning of an expansion which will 
cost the State $75 million and add anoth. r une city 
blocks to University property within the next nve years 
or so, according to FSU Business Manager R.K. Shaw. 

Long range speculation, said Shaw, calls foracquisi^ 
tion of the nine 600-feet blocks south of campus to 
Madison St. and east to Boulevard St. At present, the 
three blocks on Jefferson St. are being canvassed

"The Board of Regents will have 
to appropriate $75 million or more 
Co be able to handle the expected 
28.000 students by 1975."eatiin«ted 
Shaw.

University is In no position to ask 
the legislature for more money for 
Construction until the city and the 
county are wiUbig to provide tbe 
land.' 

As reported by the Tallahassee 
Democrat, the city Is now to the 
process of collecting funds with 
which to purchase the area. 

All University bulldli^s, Includli^ 
four sorority houses and a raUglons 
house, whkh rest on the lots, will 
remain vp. "After aU. If we moved 
all the resldems of those houses 
out. we'd tunm to buUd another dor- 
mitory to accomodate them," Shaw 
explained.

"As we look at the wider and more 
comprriiensive picture today, we 
begin to see more clearly the signi- 
ficance of the Battle of Pensacola 
as a decisive factor In the outcome 
of the Revolution, event throughnone 
of the 13 colonies In rebellicHi was 
Involved," Rush said. 

"In spite of Great Brltian 's mili- 
tary defeat by the American Colo- 
nies, it takes very Utile imagina- 
tion to see the possibilities of a de- 
cisive military squeeze that the 
mother country could have execu- 
ted against the rebellious colonies 
by attacking simultaneously with 
recuperated and strengthened troops 
from Canada and Florida,' he 
pointed out. 

Rush received his AB degree from 
Friends University and his BS and 
MS from Columbia University.

"isobaric Spin in Nuclear 
Physics," a summary of the pro- 
ceedings of the international Con- 
ference of Isobaric Spin in Nuclear 
Physics at FSU last March, has been 
published by Academic Press of New 
York and London. 

More than 200 scientists from the 
US and 10 foreign countries partici- 
pated in the conference. Dr. Donald 
Robson, assoc. professor of physics, 
and Dr. John D. Fox, professor of 
physics, both of FSU, are editors 
of the book. Their research In 
isobaric spin led to tbe coierence 
at FSU. 

Isobaric spin has been defined as a 
quantitative description of the basic 
similarity between two nuclear con- 
stituents, the neutron and proton, 
which appear quite different. The 
particles are of ^roxlmateJtjr the 
same but distinctly different 
masses. The proton contains one 
positive unit of electrical change, 
while the neutron has neither a posi- 
tive nor negative charge.

Durham has Indicated that Hall Is 
a likely starter at forward, whiie 
Morrison probably will make the 
opening lineup as a guard. 

Hall etched a remarkable career 
at St. i'etersDurg Junior College, 
where he scored and rebounded with 
enough skill to be named a Junior 
College .All-American. Durham has 
noted, "Hall not only sh ois and 
jimips except! nally well, but he also 
shows very accurate passii% to 
team-mates." 
Morrison, a former player at North 
Carolina, hfilds real promise as the 
FSU "scoring punch" for '66-'67 
play. Practice sessions have stiown 
that "Morrison can ripple the cords 
from 25 feet with great consis- 
tency," said Durham. 

Bill Glenn, a 6'-4" Junior who 
saw spotty action last year, will be 
elevated to a staning forward po- 
sition. Glenn's play thus far at FSU 
has revealed a very encouragli^ 
scorii^ "touch" on occasion, but 
he aiqwars to lack consistency and 
defensive speed. Durham comment- 
ed, "We expect that Glenn will gain 
self-assurance as a starter and de- 
vel p his considerable talent for 
making pulnts." 

An aggressive full-court "pres- 
sing" defense became an FSU trade- 
mark last season through the hustl- 
ing efforts of Stewart, in-ian Mur- 
phy and Jim Ly.rle.

Winning Record Seek Here

If FSU's cross-countr> team de- 
feats the U. of South Florida here 
this Saturday, as is expected, the 
Seminoles will have managed to 
salvage a winning season. They 
will take a 3-3 season record into 
Saturday's 10 a.m. ^Ticet. 

The paradox here is that this year's 
team is probably the equal of any 
harrier team ever to represent FSU, 
including the team of two years ago 
which was undefeated and the 1965 
team which lost only one meet and 
won the State championship meet. 
The difficulties encountered by 
Seminole runners this fall can be 
attritnited largely to the improved 
calibre of competition. Records of 
all sorts have been broken. In the 
recent Aubum-FSU meet, for exam- 
ple. Tiger runner Glen McWaters 
knocked several seconds off the 
former Auburn course record — but 
finished only third. 
It appeared at the opening of the 
season that the Seminoles were 
indeed facing some hard times. 
Coach Mike Long had the task of 
building a team around a sole re- 
turning letterman. 
The first meet of the year was 
hardly encouraging when the FSU 
harriers lost to tbePensacola A. C, 
a team whidi bad never beaten FSU 
before but which was bolstered by 
an Marine and Navy rumiCT'S

this year. 

FSU then ran away from an out- 
classed U of SF team but lost in 
the next week to the U of F by an 
embarrassingly wide margin. In 
previous years it had been the Gators 
who were left red-faced at their per- 
formances, but under a beeffd-up 
program led by Coach jimmy 
Games, the U of F has made pro- 
gress in recent seasons. 

By late October it was becoming 
evident that FSU's sophomore- 
packed squad was making pnjgress. 
The Seminoles defeated Georgia 
Tech in a dual meet, and then at 
the Callaway Gardens Invitational 
In Georgia, they filled the fourth 
place slot whic!- f -)i had achieved 
In 1965. The I;, dividual times 
showed that the Ir!o»''- runners 
were actually running faster than 
last year's pace. 

A week later. Auburn edged out the 
Seminoles by three points, 26-29, 
on their home course. Sophomore 
Ion liny Rickards was surprised to 
find that his time in placing tenth 
would have netted him third place 
two years ago. 

FSU sent Marc Williamson and Bob 
Thomas to the NCAA's South Eastern 
Championships, where they finished 
ahead of all the members of the 
University of Miami's team and beat 
all but one ninner from the U of F.

Tribe Raquetmen Finish VASS 
Tourney with Tentative Lineup 



The elevation of Seminole football to big-time status 
3 raised the perennial question: "Can FSU get into 
Southeastern Conference (SEC)*"' We submit that 
e issue should be revised to read "Does FSU want 
join the SEC?" 

Advantages that accrue to conference teams include 
Tilarity of top-calibre opponents, improved bowl 
: Jsibilities, better publicity and larger attendance 
V the games. 

Jrawbacks of conference membership center around 
imitations of the schedule. An SEC squad must meet 
y\ or more league fees, and some of these opponents 
..V be weak or lacking in popular appeal. We feel 
t geographical mobility, the freedom to play non- 
outhern teams, is important and that SEC members 
iss a lot in this respect. 

ne southern independents of gridiron play— FSU, 

.mi, Tulane, Georgia Tech, VPI and others— make 
-sible to compare geographical regions in the 
.1. of their football. 

^!ajor independent schools across the country have 
. 110 games this year and lost 65, while southern 
xr.-s among this group have a 40-15 record. Southern 
.dependents have a 15-7 mark against non-soutiiern 

pponents. 

Notable victories by southern non-conference teams 
'/^lude Miami's 10-7 stifling of Southern California, 
J's 42-33 tromping of Texas Tech. Georgia Tech's 
-0 shuout of Penn State and Tulane' s 21-13 win over 
exas A & M. 

Having a look at SEC records, after summarizi: 
e results for independents above, it seems ratht 
!ear that southern football holds a candle to no ont 
e top five SEC teams have a 14-2 record against 
tsiders for 1966. Last season SEC squads won four 
ajor bowl titles and lost only one, the U of F's

Mohammed, who is rounding into 
shape and showing real promise as 
a possible varsity player, came to 
FSU from India. He truly merits the 
lable of a "sleeper" In that Coach 
Wood knew little of him from jae- 
season recruiting. 

FSU's racquetmen play their home 
matches at courts located beside 
Tully Gym, where the tennis sur- 
face Is soft clay. Such a surface 
proves to be welcomed by steady, 
backcourt players, because it takes 
the sting from hard opponents' shots 
and yields a rather high bounce. 
Hard surface courts, by contrast, 
allow the ball to skip quickly and 
low, thus making a power shot far 
more effective than it would be on 
clay. 

It is rather interesting to note that 
FSU's probable top two players are 
power strokers, and all the rest 
are not. One could surmise that 
changing the style of DeZeeuw and 
Bruner would establish for Coach 
Wood a "perfect daycourt team." 

However, this is conjecdve and 
also rather unrealistic, since the 
hard-hitter caimot be readily trans- 
formed Into a soft and steady type 
of player. 



The primary elements of a power 
game are serve and net volley. De- 
Zeeuw and Bruner have crackling, 
swift serves and volley with crisp- 
ness and rrec? on. Moreover, each 
has the speed [o travel from base- 
line to net In the quick second or 
two which a fast serve allows. 

Murphy and Langstroth demon- 
strated in last year's 17-10 winning 
record what can be accomplished 
through competitiveness, court guile 
and all-around stroke-making pro- 
ficiency. Murphy's all-court skill is 
such that he may well play at a 
higher position than Bniner for 
some home daycourt contests.

America Likes Romney 



WASHLNGTON (AP) - Americans 
now would favor Michigan Gov. 
George W. Romney as president 
over Lyndon B. Johnson, says poll- 
ster Louis Harris. 

In a poll conducted by Harris after 
the Nov. 8 elections, voters favored 
Romney over Johnson 54 per cent 
to 46 per cent. 

In the same poll, Johnson easily 
outdistanced the other Republicans 
considered contenders for the GOF 
presidential nomination In 1968. 
Thus, Harris says, Romney "stands 
a better chance of winning the White 
House than any Republican since 
Dwight D. ElserdMwer." 
In October, voters favored Pres- 
ident Johnson over Romney by a 
51-49 percentage in the Harris Poll. 

In this month's poll, rank-and-file 
Republicans favored Romney for the 
nation by a wide margin. He 



the Republicans, compared with 28 
per cent for the runner-up, Richard 
M. Nixon. 

And the poll found that while in 
September 54 per cent of the Repub- 
lican voters thought their parry could 
win the presidency In 1968, 70 per 
cent thought so after November's 
congressional elections, in which the 
GOP made substantial gains. 

According to Harris, the voters 
would pick Johnson by the same 
percentage, 54 to 46, against Nixon, 
Sen. -elect Charles H. Percy of Illi- 
nois or Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York and by 67 to 33 over 
Gov.-elea Ronald Reagan of Call- 
fomia. 

The percentage of Republicans 
favoring candidates other than Rom- 
ney or Nixon was 12 for Rocke- 
feller. 6 for Percy, 5 for Reagan,

Civil Liberties 



A poll of 340 high school students in the Pinellas 
County area, conducted by the St. Petersburg Times 
l^day magazine, has produced appauling findings. 

When asked if the government "should stop people 
from making speeches which contain dangerous ideas," 

only 55 per cent of the students supported the right 
of freedom of speech. 

Presented with a question about freedom of the press, 
only 51 per cent supported this right. 

Furthermore, in response to a question not directly 
mentioning freedom of the press, which asked "^diether 
the government shouldn't censor literature with 
dangerous ideas," only 45 per cent of the respondents 
supported an imcensored press. 

But perhaps most incredible of all is the finding 
that "one out of five would either prefer a dictator'- 
ship at times, or aren't sure." 

While not trying to minimize the significance of 
these findings, we may attempt an explanation in the 
hopes that the conditions which produced them may be 
remedied. 

While at first glance it would seem that the State 

should be bound, above all other organizations, to 
protect our rights, as a consequence of right wing 
attacks, it has been a major source of restrictive- 
ness, especially in the schools. 

The schools, themselves, have traditionally 
represented an almost utterly totalitarian atmosphere. 

Teachers and principals, given almost total authority, 
control every aspect of student life from the length 
of their hair to the censorship of their publications. 
To them, an efficient, smoothly running school is 
usually more important than ecercises in civil rights. 
If there is one thing a high school student learns, it 
is that the judgement of every faculty and administrator 
is superior to his. 

No wonder then so maiqr are willing to project the 
relationships to which they have become accustomed. 

While little learning about either civil rights or 
democracy takes place tiirough participation in school, 
fear of right wing pressure upon the school administra- 
tion prevents much from being accomplished at the 
abstract level. 

With good reason many teachers may fear the con- 
sequences of presenting our tradititmal liberties as 
they should be presented. 

Thus we see the schools, and we see what they have 
produced. We can only conclude that a speedy and 
thorough reorientation must take place. 

The schools must put a heavy emphasis on civil 
liberties, and we must stand ready to support them in 
their teachlr^. 

Otherwise, we will be faced with increasing numbers 
of students, ignorant of the tradition of American civil 
rights, and prepared to allow all their decisions to be 
made for them 1^ a hemyci&A principal of tibe United 
States.

Students Say... 

YELLOW SPRINGS, OMo (AP) - 
Sparks flew at Antloch College dur- 
ing a conference on draft reform 
Sunday when the adoption of several 
far-reaching proposals resulted in 
the walkout of Yale and Lawrence 
universities. 

Conference delegates, making It 
clear they acted as Indivldttals and 
not as representatives of some 40 
institutions with which they are 
associated as students, faculty and 
admtoistr ato rs , adoped a report that 
called for: 

— ^A draft only In time of national 
peril. 

—Abolition of the student defer- 
ment classification and the class 
ranking on vrfiich it can be based. 

— E^qwnsion of the conscientious 
objector category to include philo- 
sophical grounds for objection. 

— ^Alternative national service 
equivalent to mllltaiy service when 
conscription is invoked. 

— And, except in a state of declared 
was, no conscriptee be forced to go 
overseas. 

The walkout occurred at mid- 
morning when the proposal on con- 
scientious objection was being 
drafted. Protesting delegates 
claimed that tJie conferees did not 
want to reform the Selective Service 
Act but to destroy it. 

The three protesting students were 
Lanny Davis, Jersey City, N.J., and 
Rohn Rothchild, St. Petersburg, F la. 
both from Yale, and Frank Shaffer 
of Phoenix, Ariz., from Lawrence. 

The proposal asks that a man be 
exempted as a conscientious objec- 
tor if he has personal philosophic 
or moral objections to a war. 

"In our society we just can't allow 
a person to decide which warbewill 
serve in," Shaffer said. 

The conference, attended by stu- 
dents, teachers and administrators 
from about 40 colleges, was called 
"extremely successful" by Dr. 
James P. Dixon, president of Antl- 
och. The d e l eg at e s acted as indi- 
vidnals, not us rqnesentatives ct 
their schools. 

But aiaffer. Davis and Rothchild 
said one reason for their walkout 
was that they could not commit 
dieir schools to the actions ci the 
conference. 

Director Says... 

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP)-.VIost peo- 
ple advocating a proposed national 
draft lottery system, the director 
of Selective Service said Sunday, 
"don't reallyknowwhatthey'retalk- 
L^g about." 

"I'm a little disturbed that the 
lottery argument is sold on the basis 
of cenainty," Lt. Gen. Lewis B. 
Hershey said. 'There ain't anything 
certain about a lotterywhen we can't 
predict how many men we will have 
to take." 

Last week, both Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara and Labor 
Secretary W. Wlllard Wirtz said 
some kind of lottery system was 
necessary to eliminate deficiencies 
In the method of making deferments. 

Hershey didn't mention the Cabinet 
members by name in his talk before 
the Chlzuk Amuno Brotherhood, but 
he said the only thing wrong with 
the pres«u draft is that there aren't 
«nough people in it.

Red China 
Rejected! 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP)-The 
United States today rejected once 
more the seating of Red China in 
the United Nations but announced 
it would support a plan offered by 
Italy and five other countries for 
a full hlgb-levd stac^ of the China 
problem. 

In a policy speech before the L'.N. 
General Assembly. Ambassador 
Arthur J. Goldberg repeated the 
traditional U.S. opposition to the 
admission of the Peking government 
and declared the United States could 
not accept any move to expel Na- 
tionalist China. 

' There Is no conceivable Justivl- 
catlon for the expulsion of the Re- 
public of China," he told the 121- 
nation assembly. 'The Rqwbllc of 
China Is a founding member of this 
organization and Its role has been 
outstandlQg." 

Goldberg stressed that the prob- 
lem of derldtng Chinese represen- 
tation in the United Nations was an 
"important question" and as such 
must be resolved by a two-thirds 
majority. The United States la among 
sponsors of a resolution reaffirming 
previous decisions of the assembly 
on the two -thirds rule. 

On the proposed study of the China 
question, Goldberg quickly indicated 
U.S. suppon. But this plan would 
not sidetrack the vote on the seating 
of Peking at this session. It would 
be considered only after the vote on 
a resolution sponsored by Albania, 
Cambodia and nine other Commu- 
nist and nonallgned nations to expel 
Nationalist China and seat Conomu- 
nist China. 

Goldberg spoke shortly after Italy 
and its five cosponsors formally 
submitted the resolution for a study 
of the China problem. The plan 
called for recommendations "taking 
into account the existing situation 
bnd die political realitiea of die 
area." 

Belghim, Bolivia, BrazU, Chile, 
Italy and Trinidad - Tobago sub- 
mitted a resolution, originally 
drafted by Italy, for that purpose. 

The resolution called for the com- 
mittee to explore and study the sit- 
uation in all its aspects and recom- 
ment "an equitable and practical 
solution" to the 1967 asscmblyses- 
sion. It appealed "to all governments 
concerned to give assistance to the 
committee in its search for each a 
solution." 

Eiqjlalnlng the proposal to corre- 
spondents, Italian Ambassador 
Ptero Vlncl said Its objea was to 
"breidc the deadlock" on the issue.

In 67 orbits of the moon, the space- 
craft had e]qposed67<tf tfaeschedkiled 
211 frames In Its cameras. Some 
pbotognqrtw showed details of the 
moon's sniface as small as diree 
feet across, scientists at JecPxopul- 
slon Laboratory said. 

Lunar Orblter 2 is scheduled to 
scout 13 potential landing sites. Its 



first picture, made public Friday, 
shoed a broad, crater-pocked equa- 
torial plain flat enough for a manned 
landing, though perhaps t^ ■ rough. 
The spacecraft orbits every 3 hours 
28 minutes and 36 seconds, reaching 
a low point 28.3 mllea above the 
moon, ac l e i i i i a tB said.

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'As Big as Daddy Would' Controversy Very Strong 
Mich. Coed's Poem Read Three Years After Death 



KALAMAZCX). Mich. (AP) - The 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy three years %o today meant 
sadness for millions. But to Candy 
Geer, then a 16-year-old higfa school 
student, it meant more. 
Candy, who had never written any- 
thing but a school composition or a 
letter, put her sadness into a 42- 
line poem that was published and has 
been read across the country. 
Candy Is a coed now at Western 
Michigan University, but she re- 
members well the events of Novem- 
ber 1963 -particularly the television 
coverage of the president's funeral - 
that led her to write the poem "Six 
White Horses." 

"It struck me as odd the way the 
horses that drew Kennedy's hearse 
came up to the door of the White 
House. It was sort of like th^ were 
calling for him." 



Candy also was moved by the tele- 
vision views of the president's son, 
John, then 3. So she wrote the po«n 
tlirough his eyes. 
It reads in part: 

"Six white horses came today 
To take my daddy far away 
Mommy said 1 must be good 
And stand as big as daddy- 
would . . ." 
Candy wrote the poem in half an 
hour, sitting in front of the television 
set in her family's home in the De- 
troit suburb of Crosse Polnte. 

It was published by the Grosse 
Pointe News, where it was read by

US Takes Heavy Casualties 




MADRID (AP)-Gen. Francisco Franco asked all adult Spaniards today 
to approve changes in the national oi:gaiilc laws which could aid tbe 
27 -year-old dictatorship of Spain. 

The aging Franco-he will be 74 Dec. 4-drove through double lines of 
troops in gala uniforms to present to an extraordinary session of the 
Spanish Cortes - Parliament - a long-awaited program orleoted toward 
liberalization of future Spanish regimes. 

Received with high honors before the banner-decked Cortes building, 
guarded by a pair of huge U .ns cast from bronze of cannons captured 
from the Moors during Spain's .African wars. Franco began his presen- 
tation in midaftemoon. Wearing the uniform of a captain-general, 
Spain's highest military rank. Franco received a standing ovation from 
the nearly 600 members of the Cortes. They chanted "Franco, Franco, 
Franc./ as he walked to his golden seat on the platf irm. 

He began his discourse by recalling that the referendum of 1947 which 
approved the law of succession ratified his p<ower as chlef-of state. 
Then, before announcing his new organic laws, he launched into a resume 
of the history of ^lain under his nile. 

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio(AP)-More than 40.000 public school pupUs in 
Youngstown and nearby Hubbard were without classes again today as 
Ohio's first teacher strike entered its second day. 

Teachers who are not members of the striking Youngstown and Hub- 
bard locals of the American Federation of Teachers reported at the 
schools, but school officials in both communities advised thepimils 
to stay at borne. 

HERNANDO, Miss. (AP)-Aubrey James Norvell is scheduled to surren- 
der to authorities here Dec. 2 to begin serving a penitentiary term for 
the ambush shooting of civil rights leader James H. Meredith last June. 

The former hardware salesman from Memphis was sentenced to five 
years, with three years suspended, after enterli^ a surprise plea of 
guilty Monday to a charge of assault and battery with intent to ictll. He 
Is free under $25,000 bond. 

Norvell pleaded Innocent at his arraignment last Friday and trial 
was scheduled for today. His new plea came after his attorneys lost 
several motions to have indictments quashed. 

Norvell, 40, was arrested June 6, minutes after Meredith, the man 
who integrated the University «rf Misslss^I amid bloodshed in 1962, 
was peppered with birdshot on the second day of his "march against 
fear" in Mlssiss4n>l< 

Meredith was not seriously injured. Later he Joined a massive civU 
rights march touched off by the sbootiqg. 

BOULDER, Colo. (AP)-A University of Colorado coed who sought to 
boost her failing Ei^lish literature grade through court action has flunked 
again - this time legally. 

University officials said Jacalyn Dieffendeifer was given an "F" for 
disciplinary reasons. She was accused of letting anodier student copy 
parts of her examination paper. The Junior coed said she deserved "at 
least a 'B'/'

A US military spokesman said ; he- 
North Vietnamese inflicted heavy 
casualties on a three-platoon force 
of about 105 men of the US 1st 
Cavalry, Airmobile, Division in 
Monday's fighting 22 miles south- 
west of Plei Djering. 

The spokesman said one platoon - 
about 35 men - was overrun and 
v>ok the brunt of the casualties. 
He Would not comment on reports 
that there were only three survivors 
in the platoon. US military officials 
consistently refuse to give specific 
casualty figures in any action on 
grounds of security. 

The North Vietnamese killed sev- 
eral wounded Americans as they 
swept across the battlefield, the 
spokesman reported. 

The cavalrymen reported killing 
102 North Vietnamese with the aid 
of air strikes and artillery. The 
North Vietnamese force was esti- 
mated at a battalion of about SCO 
men in all, and the force that over- 
ran the cavalry platoonwas reported 
to be 150 to 200 men. 

US B52 bombers roared over the 
Plei Djerlng area today in support 
of the 25th and IstCavalrydivislons 
and dropped their bombs on a North 
Vietnamese staging area 17 miles 
west of the Special Forces camp. 

Only small, scattered ground action 
was r^rted elsewhere In Viet Nam . 

Over North Viet Nam, the bad fly- 
ing weather of the past two weeks 
persisted and US pilots flew only 41 
missions Monday. They hit at stor- 
age areas, r-iads and truck parks, 
mostly in the s uthern panhandle. 

US pilots flew 473 single -plane sor- 
ties Monday against Viet Cong 
camps, storage areas and fortified 
positions in South Viet Nam, Soutl 
Vietnamese pilots flew 147.

The problem seems t( be to learn 
how to ride without endangering, or 
appearing to endanger, other 
persons without endangering one- 
self, and still get some enjoyment 
out of It. Solving the problem is 
not easy, for laziness and tempta- 
tion often combine into an uabeataole 
team. But anything that lergihens 
life and makes new friends should 
be tried again and again. 
Begin at tbe bottom, the bike itself . 
Learn a little of the mechanical 
Site, bow to troubleshoot its ills, 
sad sU. Wbra riding two-up, 
increase tbe rear tire pressure 
to tbe spectfiad figure. Change the 
oU oftsn. Wben cranUng a cold 
mschlne, allow die oil to circulate 
a Ut and the engine to warm for 
moment tafore riding off at a 
moderst* spewl. All the other ddngs 
not mentlonedfUl magazines— every 
month. The motorcycle Journals are 
an invaluable tool for the cyclist; 
Che good OBSS should be resd reli- 
giously. 

I he rider should start at tbe top, 
a safety hat. Spend at least fifteen 
dollars for one, or scalp wounds 
from pieces .f helmet may result. 
The ultimate In body protection is 
of course, leathers, but their cost 
is prohibitive to a student. There are 
other materials that are cheaper, 
but their cost is stiU high. A regular 
Jacket is better than a shin; a shin 
is better than nothing at all. It 
will at least keep some din out 
of the wounds. Fourteen-ounce 
denims are better for riding than 
most street clothes. 

la Auburn, Alabama, there Is a city 
statute i«<|uiring all cycle riders 
to wear helmets. Some of the teen- 
agers of Auburn, in order to show 
the city fathers who was boss, be- 
gsn rfaUiV barefoot. Boots i r iace- 
op shoes should be worn ■vhile 
tidliK. or some kind of shoe that 
will not tear off or fly off in the 
event of an accident. Loafers are 
not usually adequate, and tennis 

shoes ^weU. HeU, everybody 

wears tennis shoes. It is obvious to 
diis writer that every one upon 
r fHing this article is not going to 



rush right out and buy half a dozen 
Barbour suits in different colors, 
scrambler boots and a fifty-dollar 
hard hat Just to ride from the 
dorm to class. But perhaps a few 
will buy Siime son of hard hat and 
hopefully, others will think about 
the problem of motorcycle safety 
enough to change their riding habits 
in an attempt to compensatefor their 
lack of safety equipment. 
The other guy is a big factor in 
motorcycle safety. He is the one 
who backs out of his drive way 
into the path of the unsuspecting 
rider and causes him to ruck neatly 
into the fender well of the car. 
He is the student-pedestrian who, 
while staring you straight In the 
eye, walks acr- ss in front of vou, 
daring you to hit him. He Is the 
one who rides as a passenger on 
a bike, and leans over to inspect 
his shoe, causing the cycle to swerve 
into the oncoming traffic. And on 
and on. Watch out for him. Look 
ahead several blocks as you ride. 
Be aware of everything that could 
possibly move into the path of the 
cycle. Ask yourself "what if" type 
questions. What if that grey car up 
there turns left in front of me? 
What if that pedestrian walks into 
the street against the light? Now if 
that pedestrlEUi can be identified as 
a student-pedestrian you knowdamn 
well what it is going to, so pre- 
pare to stop. Theotherguycan cause 
a great boil of black anger within 
the cycle rider. Stace the cyclist 
is so exposed, everything appears to 
be a personal affront, and the urge 
to ride along the sidewalk swtaging 
a crowbar at everything that moves 
Is alm-st unconir lls'' 'e -:T times.

The steps which have been pre- 
viously taken in the fight for school 
Improvement were reviewed Sat- 
urday nigjit at a meeting called by 
the presidents of the NAACP, the 
Inter-Civic Council of Tallahassee, 
the Interdenominational Ministerial 
Alliance (IMA) and die chairman 
of the Civil Rdatlons oommittee of 
the IMA. 

According to Mrs. Knowles, a peti- 
tion signed by 400 parents had been 
sent to the Sqwrlntendent of Schools, 
demanding relief of oondidons of 
overcrowding, asking for action on 
reqfuests for transfers to pre- 
dominately vdilte sdMols and for 
integration of faculty. This petition 
con^iled demands which had pre- 
viously been sent to the Sdiool 
Board, and had been ignored. 

The oommittee received no 
reaction to the peddon. and when 
members quesdoned the sdool 
board about It, Mrs. Knowles stated 
the only reply was diat they had 
filed the petition. 

When no action was taken to relieve 
the conditions, the Educadonal Im- 
provement Committee began picket- 
ing the School Boari, to magnify 
their protest. 

Archie Wllmer, a spokesman for 
the Educational Improvement Com- 
mittee, stated that plans for the 
school holiday were formulated 
about three weeks ago.

PITTSBURGH, Pa. (.\P)-Two of the Aranson quintuplets died Sunday 
and doctors strove against high odds to keep the diree odier tiny glrli 
laboring for breath and life. 

"The outlook," said a hospital spokesman, "is very poor." 

The babies-hardly larger than a man's hand-were bom 2 1/2 months 
prematurely Saturday, and doctors said their lungs were not developed 
enough to perform unaided the vital function of breathing. 

It was that defect that took the life of the second and third of the little 
girls bom to Mr. and Mrs. Michael Aranson, both 22, despite the most 
Intensive medical care. 

The third bom, designated by the hospital as "baby C," died at 2:15 
a.m. EST, about 23 1/2 hours after die was delivered. The second 
bom, "Baby B," died 12 hours later. 

Mrs. Aranson and her husband were told immediately of the first 
death and officials at Magee-Womens Hospital said the attractive, 
brunette mother "spent a poor night." 
"The cause of death of both children," said Dr. Lee Bass, a hospital 
pediatrician, "came from reqdratton and hemorrhaging of die brain 
and lungs." 

DEER PARK, N. V. {AP)-The first edition of rhe Suffolk Sun went 
to press early last week with a mn of 125,000. 

The newspaper, which features color news photographs, is the first 
to be published on a daily, morning basis in Suifolj: Count-.. 

The 52-page paper, in three sections, was carrier- delivered free to 
100,000 homes, with the remaining 25,000 going on sals at newsstands. 

The publisher, Gardner Cowles 3rd, said the Sun Hopes to fill a 
"communications void" in the county, which has a present populadon 
of one million, but that is expected to double by 1980. 

The lead editorial said the paper would have no political affiliation 
and "serve no special Interests, commercial or social, and will bow 
to no pressures except those of conscience." 

The Sun will be published daily except Sunday. 

The editor, Cortland Anderson, former managing editor of the St. 
Petersburg Times, commented, "the challenge is to give local news 
the same quality of coverafe, as deop and dioroiq^, as national and 

intemationaj News gets." 

The newspaper's parent firm is Cowles Communications. Inc., which 
publishes Look .Magazine, Tlie Lakeland Ledger, The Gainesville Sun. 
and the Cowles Comprehensive Encyclopedia. It operates radio and 
television stations in Des Moines, Iowa; Memphis, Tenn.; and Oriando- 
Daytona Beach. It also has a book division. 

The Cowles family publications Include the Des Moines Register 
Tribune and the Minneapolis Star and Tribune. 



Fighting has Dropped Off 
As the Cease Fires Near 



SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP)- 
Flghting dropped uff sharply in Viet 
Nam on Sunday in the wake of a 
Viet Cong order to its troops to 
cease fire for 48 hours at Christ- 
mas and again at New Years's. 

Allied briefing officers gave a 
picture of scattered and sporadic 
activity that contrasted to the sharp 
fighting of the past few weeks: 

-US and South Vietnamese forces 
continued ground operations, such as 
search-and-destroy missions, but 
found little or no quarry. 



-Monsoon thunderstorms curtailed 
US air strikes on North Viet Nam. 

-Enemy fire forced a US CI23 
transpon to crash land 48 miles 
northwest of Saigon. Fourteen US 
military personnel were injured. 

-B52 bombers from Guam fUm 
a night strike Saturday against sus- 
pected North Vletnaroesc army posi- 
tions in the central Ughlands near 
the Cambodian border. Tbere was 
no word on the effectiveness of tlie 
strike.

No Black Magic 

Sybil is A 'Good Witch' 



BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP)-Bloody riots in Jordan by Palestine refugees 
demanding arms to fight Israel have occurred at a time when the Arab 
nations are militarily more powerful than die Jewish slate but lade the 
unity to use their strength effectively. 

The six Arab nadons most likely to be Involved in a conflla with 
Israel-tfae United Arab Republic, Syria, Jordan, Lebanon, Iraq and 
Saublr Arabia-have more soldiers, planes, tanks and guns, but political 
and social conflicts between them have blunted this edge. 

The publications of the knowledgeable Institute of Strategic Studies In 
London, and other references, say the six Arab states outnumber Israel 
308,000 to 250,000 in troops, 1,000 to 400 in aircraft and 2,800 to 1,000 
in tanks when both sides are at full strength. 

There are at least four defense agreements and organizations that 
bind the members of the Arab League collectively and among individual 
countries, but none of these appear to have become effealve instruments 
in forging a unified military stance against Israel. 

A case in point Is the Israeli attack two we^s ago against the Jordanian 
village of Samua, for which Israel received the Strongest condemnation 
in the United Nations Security Council In 15 years. 

The atucklng force, including 80 tanks, 80 ahfl-tracks and 12 jet 
fighters, met virtually no resistance from die lightly defended village 
and a Jordanian relief unit arrived too late. 

NEW YORK (AP)-A Cuban woman was accused Sunday of throwing about 
six plumbing fixtures through two I5-foot-high plate glass windows at 
the Playboy Club in midtown Manhattan. 

Cuban women recendy picketed the club In protest i^alnst an article 
on Cuba in Playboy magazine. 
The woman denied the malicious mlsddef diarge placed against her. 

LONDON (AP)-Brltaln's Roman Catholics took two steps Simday which 
seemed to bring diem closer to the Churdi of Ei^and. 

EngUA instead of Latin was extended and standardized in all Catholic 
churdies of Britain and Irdand asof Sunday.Some responses in the Mass 
are now Identical with those in Anglican churches, which have used 
English since the Reformation. 

Further, a pastoral letter was read from the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
giving instructions for die setting up of parish oouncUs on which laymen 
will sit. This is something which bss loi^ odsted in nMlihnt of the 
state-established English church. ^ 

NEW DELHI, India (AP)-Blgger and better parties are in the offing 
for residents of the Indian capital. City officials have revised a guest 
control order adopted In 1965 as a foodsaving gesture. The limit on 
guests for a private party wlU now be 50 instead of 25. But a ban on 
serving dishes containing wheat or rice remains in effect. 



LOUISVILLE, Kv. (AP) - It was 
a dark, rainy night in this Ohio 
River city when Darne Sybil Leek, 
self -professed healer and weaver of 
spells, consented t'j an interview. 

"I am not by profession a witch," 
said Dame Sybil, wh(j wore a green, 
flowing r ibe. 

"I'm a journalist by trade. The 
word •witch' applies K> my UmtOcy. 
my religion." 
Between discourses on the nature 
of her strange talents. Dame Sybll- 
who moved to the United States from 
Britain two years ago- said her two 
favorite citfes are Cincinnati and 
Louisville, 

She said she Is bewitched by river 
lure, old steamboats. country towns- 
and horse races. 

"A few years ago I executed one 
of my lesser-known fests of witch- 
craft by picking six out of six races 
at the Ascot Gold Ciq> in England." 
Now Dame Sybil wants to test her 
psychic cliarms on wiiat she called 
•the Kentucky Darby." 
She says her cross-country lecture 
tour and latest book, "The Jack- 
daw and die Witch," try not so much 
to *seir' witchcraft as to make it 
understood. 

*The eye of a newt and the leg 
of a frog are not necessary to the 
weaving of spells," she said. "I 
use no props, and I am the 'world's 
most effective witch." 

Her tools are "domination of my 
mind over that of another" and "cer- 
tain secret foirnuias." 
Because of her mysterious Inter- 
vention, Dame Sybil claims, "there 
are a few hundred people alive today 
who should have been dead 15 years 
ago." 

Other facts, such as "predicting 
two years ago the exaa date Red 
China would detonate a nuclear de- 
vice," are not uncommon to a woman 
who has "something strange happen 
to me every week. 

"I am the major liaison for all 
the withces of the world," Dame 
Sybil declared. "We are a much 
larger organization than the Mafia, 
only we don't bold board meetli«s." 

While she spoke, the dame stroked 
a lO-inch live lizard, seated on her 
arm, widch she identified as "Mr. 
Verde-Verdi." 

"Witchcraft," die dame said, "is 
a religion based on reincarnation, 
which is a continuing cycle of per- 
fection. Thus It could turn dieworid 
away from war. 



"While It is essential for every- 
one to have a religion," she went on, 
"the power of a witch Is denied to 
those who adhere to hidebound, stag- 
nant dogmas." 

Nor Is it enot^h for nonwitches 
to "looMa tkelr minds." 

"Some t us prefer witchcraft, just 
as others prefer nudity. And being 
a witch is dlSladt-the formulas 
are hard.' 



Mariner Logs 
Billion Miles 

PASADENA. CUtf. (AP)- 
Amerlca's Anclaw Mariner- 
Mariner 4~aearad the two-year 
mark Sunday of a peiii^ aidless 
voyage in space, still healthy after 
Its first billion miles. 
"It reports its condition to earth 
three times a week," a spokesman 
for the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
said, "althMvh Its voice is kted at 
weak." 

Weak is an understatemeni. Its 
signal is one billionth of a billionth 
of a watt. 

'The craft transmits with a lO-wan 
transmitter," he explained, "but 
the strength dwindles acn.ss 206 
million miles in space." 

Thats's how far Mariner 4 Is from 
earth as it Tppr iaches Its second 
anniversary Monday. It has traveled 
more than one billion miles since 
launch Nov. 28, 1964, In a vast 
elUptlod orbit around the son. 

Its prime mission was to approach 
and photograph tlie mysterious red 
planet Mars. It skimmed to within 
6,U8 mites and radioed the first 
close-4ips ai the Martian smface— 
largely destroying Ideas that hitelll- 
g«it beings Uve diere. Some form of 
life, probably microbial, may, how- 
ever, exist on Mars, scientists 
theorize. 

But that didn't end Mariner's 
story. Scientists, by using a new 
210-foot antenna atGoldstone, Calif., 
have been able to monitor many of 
the S75-pound spacecraft's elec- 
tronic subsystems and scientlfichi- 
stnunoits.

co^t night's presentation was 
George Bernard Shaw's "Major 
Barbara," a comedy surrounding 
the Undershaft family. Conflict 
of the play centers around Under- 
shaft, a munitions manufacturer at 
■he turn of the centur\, and his 
daughter Barbara, who has joined 
the Salvation Army. 

rheme of the play concerns r^p- 
oachment between the estranged 
father and the family over moral 
Ity— the mother cannot see cannon 
making as a moral way of life. 
Undershaft converts Barbara to his 
philosophy in the last act. "Major 
Barbara" is directed by Robert 
Strane. . 

Tonight Shakespeare's "As You 
Like It" will be presented in West- 
cott Auditorium at 8:15. Tickets 
are available today by the donation 
of $2 for students and $3.50 for 
non students with all seats reserved, 
according to Wayne Cowart, tour 
manager of the Asolo Theatre. They 
may be obtained In the Conrad! 
Ticket Office or at the door. 
Cowart gave a brief a brief outline 
of the play stating, "It is a story of 
four couples who are trying to estab- 
lish some sort of contact with each 
other. The whole attention of the 
play is directed at reconciliation— 
of lovers and of brothers." 

He added that someofShakespeares 
strongest characters and funniest 
lines are found in this play, pointing 
out specifically the character Tou- 
chstone, "The play makesno prete- 
nse of being profound. If » just lots 
of fun," Cowart said. 

From its opening at FSU the Asolo 
Theatre will begin atour around the 
state designed as a "cultural enrich- 
--- hit^h schools 



according to Cowart. I hese two 
plays will be set up in junior college 
and municipal auditoriums around 
the state. High school students will 
attend workshops and then see the 
plays after working widi them, Cow- 
art continued. 

In a state-wide coordinated pro- 
gram English teachers vrtll assign 
the plays to be read and then hold 
class discussions on them, slated 

When the Asolo Theatre comes to 
the area morning workshop- semin- 
ars will be oonAiaed in acting, dir- 
ecting and the tedmlcal aspects of 
the theatre. Members of the com- 
pany will hold the seminars to' give 
the students an appreciation of the 
how the theatre comes to be, said 
Cowart. He continued that the Asolo 
group will perform the plays In the 
afternoon following U»e work of the 
morning. 

The Asolo group will tour 13 coun- 
ties working with high schools until 
March 4 when the tour ends. At 
that timethe theatre will return to 
Sarasota to its own spring festli^ 
Two additional plays wiU be added 
to the repertoire of Che Awtolhe*- 
tre. 

ChechoVs "The Cherry Orchard" 
and a new translation of Ojl*>nl s 
"The Fan" will be added th " As You 
Like It" and "Major Barbara. 
These four will be presented in rot- 
ation through May ZO-'AMdiewim- 
mer Asqlo Theatre festival wiU 
begin. 

FSU has been associated with the 
summer festival for the seven years 
before Asolo was able to operate 
year-round.

Arts degree from ^ ale University 
which according to Cowart is the 
highest honor of the theatre in aca- 
demic circles In this country.

Predicament 

As the first trimester draws to a close the student 
politicians are warming up for the big fight in the 
spring. Although the elections are not until February, 
the porbable candidates have been running since Sept- 
ember, and in some cases, since last spring. 

In order to win an important race the candidate 
must have his forces lined up months before the election 
and have plenty of money to si)end. 

Because of the limited number of workers and amount 
of funds available the parties try to trim the field 
of possible candidates and have their slate pretty 
well set long before the nominating convention. 

This is an unfortunate predicament and somewhat 
lessens the importance of having a convention at all. 
It also weakens the democratic ideals of the party 
by takii^ the choice from the delegate representatives 
and givir^ it to the party elite. 

In a university of almost 15,000 students it is ridi- 
culous to have only one or two hopefiils seeking major 
office nominations from each of the two major campus 
parties. The choice of the delegates should. not be so 
limited when there are many well qualified people on 
campus. 

To change this situation would mean revampii^ the 
party structure and, possibly, the organization. It 
would be a worthwhile change that would strenghten the 
party by drawing in more competent leaders to the top. 

As it stands now. this j^ear's University Party conven- 
tion could be a wide-open, all-out affair worth seeing. 
The Student Party convention, on the other hand, is 
heading toward the usual nomination by acclimation 
ritual T»*ich is dull and, for the most part, a waste 
of time. 

In the next few weeks this all could change. If it 
does we hope it is for the better.

I am not criticizing you fur your 
attack on student apathy at theFSU-

but I do feel that you have over- 
stepped your bounds by criticizing 
the University on its choice ct op- 
ponents for homecoming games. 

Homecoming games are scheduled 
several yearss In advance l>y a com- 
mittee set iq;>solelyfortliatpurpose. 
When the committee makes its 
selection, it takes everything Into 
considerstlon to taaars amcceMbtl 
turnout. 

If you'll notice. FSU has fdayed- 
Its last two or three homecoming 
games on days when U of F has had 
a week when they didn't play. 

It can also be seen that the Semi- 
nole Homecoming games have not 
been played on days when traditional 
rivals meet, such as U of F-Ga., 
' r Miami-U ■;f F. These games take 
fans away fr im I allahassee, and cut 
d iwn the attendance at Homecoming. 

While the actual date ')f Home- 
coming Is set 'inly abuut three- "r 
f )ur years in advance, the schedule 
■ jf ipponents to be played in any 
one year Is far In advance I'f this, 
usually about six ^r seven years. 
Some games are set even fanher 
altead; for example, right n ,w FS' 



Is scheduled to play U crfF on speci- 
fic dates until 1976, sad Miami tmcU 

1979. 

This advance scheduling is neces- 
sary to insure quality teams. The 
SEC, ACC, and -her c nferences 
have scheduled games far in advance 
i)f independent FSL', although we are 
catching up to them. The Big Ten 
teams, on the far extreme, don't 
tuve any openings until after 1980 or 
so. 

True, this does seem ridiculous 
at times; it is impossible to tell 
what a team will be like 10 years 
from now. When FSU scheduled 
Alabama and Kaitucky for last year, 
each was far from being the power 
team that they turned out to be. On 
the other extreme, witen Mazyland 
was scheduled to play the S em tooles, 
they were a reputable team In the 
ACC, but now ttey are far from what 
they were. 

Another thing ttut geu good teams 
to play is the money. Last year 
Miami GUARANTEED Notre Dame 
$100,000 d 'liars lo come down and 
play them. FSU Is paying better now, 
but $100,000 is a lot of money, don't 
y u think?

A summary of FSU records that 
were broken or nearly broken this 
season is as follows: (1) Pajcic's 
nine pass completions versus Mary- 
land gave him a total of 125 for the 
year, which exceeded Steve Tensl's 
1964 mark of 121. (2) Another mark 
of Tensl's fell to Pajcic when the 
latter collected 145 yds. against 
Maryland to reach a season total 
of 1725 yds. gained in combined 
passing and nishhig. Tensl had ac- 
cumulated 1.683 yds. offense during 
1964. (3) Pajcic failed to break 
Tensl's seasonal passing yds. re- 
cord of 1,683, as his total reached 
only 1,590. Pajcic's 135 rushing 
yds. gained this year allowed him 
to top Tensl's total offense mark 
noted atMve. (4) Ron Sellers' five 
pass catches against Maryland left 
him two shon of the record 57 
snared by Fred Biletnlkoff In 1964. 

(5) Sellers gained 67 yds, on aerials 
caught Saturday evening, which 
brought his year's total to 874 
somewhat behind BUeinlkoff's mark 
of 987 set during the '64 season.

FSU's potent scoring machine 
rolled up 253 total points during the 
1966 season.

In staunch . bjection to the county's 
failure to desegregate or Improve 
school conditions. 
The holidays are sponso red by the 
Inter Civic Council of Tallahassee 
(the local affiliate of the Southern 
Christian leadership Conference), 
the NAACP, the Inter-Denomlna- 
tlonal Ministerial Alliance and the 
Tallahassee Business League. 
These four organizations represent 
virtually all of the responslbleNsgro 
leadership In Leon County. 
The Tallahassee Democrat of Nov. 
28 quoted an anonymous school prin- 
cipal as saying 'This boycott Is 
being sponsored by an Irresponsible 
group." 

All this fall, a group of concerned 
parents and citizens have studied 
conditions in the Negro sdiools. 
They studied dwflnanclslstnicnirt 
of the county's educstlonal program 
and Intensively examined conditions 
ai the Negro schools. They found 
overcrowded schools, overcrowded 
buses. dlscrlmliistloB in pipil as- 
signRMsnt, foadequate supplies, and 
dilapidated, sometimes hazardous, 
buildings. T%Bf found that only two 
per cent of Leon's Negro students 
attended desegregated schools. 
A number of attempts were made 
to discuss the conditions with the 
Board of Education. The Board was 
unreceptive.

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Constitutional Revision 
Committee Opens Here 



TALLAHASSEE (AP) - Fkrida's 
Constitution Revision Conimissiun 
opened a historic three-week ses- 
sion today and was told to draft 
the be=t possible new constitution 
without regard t > politics or wishes 
of the 1967 Legislature. 

Commission Chairman Chester- 
field H. Smith of Bartow, in opening 
remarks, also alerted the n^enioers 
to what he called "three tr iuoles-me 
areas" that they must face. 

"I reiterate my firm belief that it 
is our duty and our task to draft 
the best possible constitution without 
regard to party or politics," Smith 
said as the commission gathered in 
an organization meeting in the state 
Senate chamber. 

Before the c 'm mission was the 
second draft jf the proposed new 
state constitution. 

Regarding possible wishes f the 
1967 Legislature, r the v :ers, 
Smith advised: "We shouldn't try 
to guess. It is my experience that 
when you try to guess you usually 
don't interpret the wishes of the 
Legislature or the pe ople right." 

Smith said that talks withcommis- 
sion members, checks of newspaper 
articles and letters received indi- 
cated the commissi n has three 
areas thatwlllbeespecially trouble- 
some and must be solved. He listed 
them as: local government, finance 
and taxation, and the question of the 
executive branch. 

"In the area of local government 
we have to wrestle with the phrase 
'home rule'," Smith said. He said 
members must take into considera- 
tion government problems of speci- 
fic areas and what may be best for 
these sections. He gave no exam- 
ples.

Rutledge said Caudill suffered a 
detached retina and Is blind in ine 
eye and is having difficulty in seeing 
with the ther.

"He will be permitted to live at his 
home in Havana and receive other 
treatment."

B52 bombers pounded the suspected 
central headquarters of the \ let 
Cong northwest of Saigon while 
enemy mortar crews fired against 
L'S troops in the central highlands 
but without effect. 

Fighting on the ground elsewhere 
slackened. 

The allied coastal operation in 
Quang Ngal ProviBce. about 3S0 



miles northeast of Saigon, began 
Nov. 7. Associated Press corres- 
pondent Bob Gassawa\ reponed 
from operational headquarters in the 
1st Corps area north of the com- 
bat zone that up to Sunday the 
Koreans and South \ u-t-jmese 
forces reported the> had killed 4S8 
Communist guerrillas while the L'S 
Marines reported killing 51. 
The enem\ mortar attacks were 
aimed at troops of the US 4th and 
25th Divisions In positions around 
the Flei Djereng Special Forces- 
Green Beret -camp in the central 
highlands about 240 miles north of 
Saigon. 



Prime Minister Wasf i Tell 
Charges Riot Subversive 



AMMAN, Jordan (AP)-Prime Min- 
ister Wasfl Tell charged today that 
the violent antlgcvemment demon- 
strations in Jordan were subsidized 
with considerable amounts of mone> 
from the two hostile Arab nations. 

Tell declined to identify them, but 
tibe IMted Arab Republic and Syria, 
both antimonarchlst, have been 
waging a vehement propaganda cam- 
paign against King Hussein's 
regime. 

The situation in West Jordan, 
center of the disorders, is returning 
to normal. Tell said, and most cui^ 
f ews have been lifted. 

Armored squads of Jordan's Arab 
Legion checked new demonstrations 
Sunday In towns aloi% the border. 
The demonstrations followed an 
Israeli army raid on three Jordanian 
frontier villages earlier this month. 
When Jordan did not retaliate, the 
demonstrations took on an anti- 
government tone. 

Tell said four civilians and a 
soldier were killed in the West 
Jordan demonstrations last week. 

He told a news conference the rio- 
tous demonstrations began as a 
"genuine expression of indignation 
and anger against Israel and a 
demand for arms and the 
strengthening of border forces 
against Israel." 

"There is no doubt the anger was 
genuine," the prime minister said. 



"It was a perfectly healthy 
phenomenon. I would join such 
demonstrations myself if I WNe 
not prime minister." 

However, he said, the demonstra- 
tions were exploited by subversive 
elements "and when the situation 
got out of hand the police inter- 
vened." 

Masterpieces 
In Uanj^er 

FLORENCE, Italy (AP)-A leading 
Italian art restorer said today mold 
has started to attack Florence's 
flood-damaged masterpieces. 

Dr. Qovanni Uibanl, direaor of 
the Central Institute of Restoration 
in Rome, said there is little that 
can be done about it until a "hos- 
pital" for soaked palittlngs goes into 
operation. 

This is a large building behind 
the Pitti Place being equipped with 
furnaces and air blowers for months 
of controlled drying. Urbani said 
the building will be ready to func- 
tion in two days.

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EDITORIALS

As a result of yesterday's attendance figures it is 
no loi^r possible for anyone to deny the fact that 
the majority of Negro parents in this county support 
the protest against the existing conditions in the local 
schools. 

The protest itself raised serious questi(»is about the 
school board officials, both in their capacity to deal 
with complaints and in the manner in which they ad- 
minister the schools. 

Specifically, these parents charge that the school 
board has failed to respond to the grievances sub- 
mitted to it. If this is true, then the blame for the 
loss of mooey to the school system and the general 
cost of the protest can be laid at the feet of these 
officials. 

Furthermore, the parents allege that the board con- 
tinues to practice racial discrimination not only in 
assigning pupils to schools, but also in the actual 
maintenance of inferior conditions in the Negro schools. 
Their claim is supported by considerable evidence. 

If this allegation is true, the situation is in violation 
of the law of the United States and an affront to justice. 

Finally, the parents claim that officials are planning 
little or nothing to remedy these conditions. This 
charge is made more serious by the fact that in 
addition to carefully evaluating the existing schools, 
the parents have examined the proposed school bud- 
gets for next 3rear. 

If this claim is true, it means that the board is 
derelict in fulfilling its responsibility to correct 
existing inequalities. It is merely bequeathing current 
problems to future generations, mainly at the expense 
of the Negro children involved. 

Thus, should future protests occur, and they un- 
doubtedly will if no action is taken, the board will 
again be at fault. 

In general, we are appalled that parents should find 
it necessary to undertake such a protest in order to 
raise the quality of education. One would think that 
the school board would have been overjoyed to find 
this concern, that they would have welcomed the 
opportunity to work with the parents. 

Since they did not welcome it, and since the protest 
was necessary, we are proud to be a part of it. Both 
the FSU students, who are participating as teachers, 
and Student Government, which supported the action, 
are to be congratulated for their foresight and their 
sense of social responsibility. 

The questions have been raised. The extent of the 
protest is clear. Today, the second school holiday 
will undoubtedly demonstrate these points even more 
forcibly.

"A student inay now justly Infer 
that the inclusion of his name on 
any such list entails for him the 
rish of future Inquisitions at the 
hands of the Committee," the civil 
liberties group said. 

The ACLU letter voiced "dismay" 
that the two universities had "com- 
piled without resisting the sub- 
poenas," 

The Union spolesmen called on 
university leaders to take four steps 
against the danger posed by 
the HUAC action. Urging the colleges 
to "resist, in every possible legal 
manner, subpoenas seeking mem- 
bership lists," the ACLU said there 
Is strong likelihood that if univer- 
sities did contest a subpoena in the 
courts, sudi a challenge would be 
upheld. 

In su{^ort of its position the Union 
Cited several Supre- r- i-- 



cisions which iq>boId the privacy of 
organization membership lists. In 
a group of cases involving attempts 
by state authorites in the South 
, to secure NAACP membership lists, 
the ACLU noted that the high court 
supported the civil rights group's 
refusal to comply with a compul- 
sory disclosure which would be a 
"restraint on freedom of asso- 
ciation." 

It need hardly be pointed out, the 
ACLU said, that the "risks in- 
herent in the disclosure of mem- 
bership lists of dissident anti-war 
groups are of the dimensions of 
those faces b> NAACF chapters." 

The Union letter urged that "at 
the very least, institutions ma\ be 
expected to pursue the quite ortho- 
dox and risk-free procedure of 
seeking to have the subpoenas 
quashed." But, the group added, if 
diat effort fails, it "is incumbent 
upon the university to assume what- 
ever risks are involved in a non- 
compliance with the subpoenas; for

rights under the First Amendment . ' ' 
The ACLU declared that the in 
fringement of academic freedom ir 
volved in the subpoenas of student 
membership and ofCioer lists as "so 
pernicious an attack on academic 
freedom that, if called upon, it is 
prepared to lend legal assistance to 
its resistance." 

A second step urged by the Civil 
Liberties Union was the organization 
of "student-faculty oonunlttees to 
set specific standards of con- 
fidentiality regarding student and 
faculty Information." The group re- 
ferred to its own policy position that 
"the names of officers and members 
(of campus organizations) shouKl 
not, without the consent of the indi- 
viduals involved, be disclosed to any 
non-college person or organization 
or to any college f)erson having no 
direct and legitimate interest 
therein." 

TTie ACLU also pressed colleges 
and universities to issue public 
statements "expressing concern 
over threats to academic freedom i; 
California and Michigan" as a re- 
sult of the subpoenas. Such state- 
ments, the Union declared, shoul ' 
also assert "determination, if th< 
situation should arise, to refiise to 
comply with subpoenas of this 
character." 

To "safeguard jealously the tradi- 
tion of free inqikry and debate" at 
institutions of hlghier learning, the 
ACLU urged unlversldes "lo reUst 
all attempts to curb dlsaeu." 
The university, said the Union 
letter, is "precisely that forum in 
which society must tolerate unortbo- 
doxy if it Is to get the benefit 
of independent invest^adon and 
judgment."

AMMAN, Jordan-King Hussein of 
Jordan told The Associated Press 
today the Middle East is on the brink 
of an explosion mor« dangerous to 
world peace than the Suez crisis 
of 1956. 

His warning was directed at Israel, 
the Arab world and the West. . 

He said his armed forces would 
strike back at Israel — "and strike 
extremely hard" — if Israel attacks 



again across the armistice line. 

"Our patience is at an end and 
we won't stand for any further 
aggression." he said at the royal 
palace in Amman.

TALLAHASSEE (AP)-The Florida 
Constitution Revision Commission, 
opening debates today on amend- 
ments to its proposed new consti- 
tution, arfued over a measure

The amcn^bnent, prop o s ed by Sen. 
John E. Maihewa Jr. of Jadtson- 
ville, encountered an Inidal tone of 
muctanoe among commission 
members, but was passed late In 
the day. 

Mathews' measure was the first 
one to be fully debated by the 37- 
member commission, meeting here 
in a historic three-week session 
from which will emerge a final 
draft of a new state constitution. 

Two measures, involving use of 
wiretapping and electronic devices, 
were first on the calendar, but de- 
bate was deferred because House 
Speaker Ralph Turlington, who was 
known to have some objections, was 
not present at the time. 

Mathews' amendment, which would 
be written into the declaration of 
rights under the due process clause, 
guaranteeing a person cannot be 
compelled to be a witness against 
himself, adds these words: 
"Provided that a public official who 
unreasonably refuses to answer 
questions before a grand jury on 
matters directly relating to his 
official duties may be removed from 
office as provided by law enacted 
by a vote of two-thirds of the 
membership of eadi hease of the 
Legislature."

Corbin also played In this role 
in the Broadway production, which 
had a successful run of 299 perfor- 
mances. 



The plot tells how Pizarro, a sol- 
dier of fonune, led an army of less 
than 200 soldiers in comiuest over 
a magnificent Inca empire of 24,000. 
The emphasis of the play Is on the 
personal drama between Pizarro and 
the Inca emperor and is set in the 
grandeur of an empire before its 
destruction. 

The sets, a duplication of those 
used on Broadway, are the most im- 
pressive and costly of any in a non- 
musical play and cost a record sum 
of $200,000. The performance takes 
place on a circular platform with 
a c lumn in the middle which dis- 
plays a large tribal emblem. Much 
of the Impressiveness is also der- 
ived from costuming.

Outrageous 



The doctrine of racial inferiority has resulted 
in the most evil, unfair and brutal acts that tills 
countiy has ever seen. 

For hundreds of years the people of the United 
States have allowed the development of minority 
groups to be stifled beyond endurance, simply because 
of skin color or ethnic background. 

That this doctrine should persist and that there 
should be any hint of the school board's intention to 
perpetuate it is a moral outrage. 

It is also in violation of the Supreme Court ruling 
which, in 1954 called for the desegregation of the 

schools with all deliberate speed. 

Given the 12 years which have elapsed since then 
can the school board or the citizens of Tallahassee 
honestly say that they have complied with this order? 

If they do say so, they are not telling the truth. 
There is no excuse, there is no reasonable explanation 
whatsoever for this failure. The surprising thing is 
not the protest of the last two days, but the fact that 
these people have endured these conditions for so long. 

No responsible citizen could or should tolerate the 
existing situation. 

The people of Tallahassee must insist, as we do, 
that the school board treat people without regard to 
race both in dealing with complaints and in administer- 
ing the schools. 

They must unequivocally demand, as we do, that all 
the local schools be raised and maintained at standard 
quality (at least) and populated in a nonsegreeated 
fashion. 

To accomplish this they must meet the condlticms 
set forth in the "school holiday" protest of the last two 
days . They must raise the necessary funds , regardless 
of Mi^ether it means higher taxes. 

We, at FSU must support to the extent of our ability, 
all reasonable efforts such as the protest, which are 
aimed at remedying this tragic situation. 

Civil rights are important to us because in the rights 
of the individual lies the future of our country.

The associations view this as a 
diiea contradiction of the claim that 
tax credits would provide citizens 
JSi^dal relief. NASIXGC and 

ASCU maintain that the credits could 
not simultaneousay aid both die exA- 
lege and die taiqpayer.

It's Notre Dame by a more solid 
first-place margin over Michigan 
State while Alabama is a stronger 
third in The Associated Press, uext- 
to-last major col^e football poll 
of the 1966 season. 

The Fighting Irish moved in front 
by 34 points this weeic after finishing 
tiielr season with a smashing 51-0 
conquest of Rose Bowl-boimdSouth- 
em Califomia. 

Alabama, the defending national 
champion and the only major team 
with an unbeaten -untied record, 
trails Notre Dame by 78 points and 
Michigan State by 44. 

The Tide rolled over Southern 
Mississ^ipi 34-0 for their ninth vic- 
tory last Saturday. The final poll 
will be taken next week after Ala- 
bama completes Its regular season 
by playing Auburn at Birmingham, 
Ala., this Saturday. 

In the latest balloting by a na- 
tional panel of 52 spons writers 
and broadcasters, Notre Dame col- 
lected 505 points while Michigan 
State had 471 and Alabama 427. 
Georgia, UCLA, Nebrasks, Purdue, 
Georgia Tech, Miami of Florida 
and Southern Methodist complete 
the Top Ten in that order. 



(AP)-The Los Angeles Coli- 
seum and Sunday, Jan. 15 are the 
likely site and date of the Super 
Bowl football game between the 
champions of the Natimal and A- 
merican Football leagues. 

If die Pro Bowl game, between 
all-star teams of the NFL's two 
conferences, can be shifted from 
Jan. 15 to Jan, 22, the two pro 
leagues are expected to move dieir 
first big game hao the vast 110,000- 
seat Coliseum.
